Fl. Homas 'Mackerneſs, Late of 
-& -. March in the Je of Eleys 
., was a Man of a moſtProfligate 

_.... -- and Heinouſly Wicked courſe 
of Life. As to his Parentage and 
Education, ( being utterly a ſtranger 
to him till afrer his Condemnation, ) 
I..can ſay nothing, nor is it much 
material. - But by his own Confeſſi. 
on to me, and others, he was fa. 
mous, or rather infamous for all man- 
ner of Impietics 5 living many Years 
In 
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in ſach a Difſolute Flagitious and 
Atheiſtical way, as was extreamly 
hazardous to his Souls Eternal, wel- 
fare, and expoſed him to the fatal 
ftroak of Juſtice , even from Men 
here: He told me; that for 
Drunkenneſs, Swearing, Whoring ad 
Theft, norie had exceeded him ; that 
in theſe Capital and Epidemical Sins 
of the. Age, it was not poſhible to 
apprehend how Notorious he had 
been : For' of late Years. eſpecially, 
he had abandoned all fear and re- 
gard of God, giving himfelf wholly 
up. to work Wickedneſsz; and to 
uſe his own Phraſe, Had been the 
DeviF's Pack Horſe ; or in the Apoſtles 
ſtile, Led captive by him at bis will, At 
laſt feized by the hand of Juſtice, 
and laid in the Goal at Wisbech, , 
there he diſcovered the Hardnefs of 
his Heart, and Impenitency, by. all 
the ways he was capable of inthoſe 
Circumftances he was then in. Thins 
obdurate did the poor Wretch con- 
tinue till the Aſizes, and Sentence 
was . paſſed on him 5 which was'on 
Wedneſday the Fifteenth of _— 
Laſt: 
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Laſt: T went not to Viſit him 


_ till the Satwday Night after his 


Condemnation , being prevented by 
ſome Extraorginary Occaſions. 


When I firſt came into the 
Room, one was praying with him, 
and I obſerved him to intent 
upon that great Work. Aﬀeer it 
was over , I entered into Diſcourſe. 
with him about his Soul con- 
Cerns. 


It was ealie to diſcern by his 
Looks and Expreſſions, that he was 
under great Rebukes and Tumules 
within, from a Guilxy Conſcience. 
Sometimes his Countenance would 
be very Sad, Dejeted and Diſturb- 
ed, as Indicative of inward 
Horrour, Gripes, and Struglings, 
fercching bitter Groans © Octher- 


while he would ſpeak with felf ab- 
horrence ; charging Sin with vehe- 
ment Indignation, and higheſt Ag- 
gravations of himſelf, ſaying, What 
a vile Wretch have | been, for Lying, 
Swearing, GCC. 


and the other Sins 
B 2 be 
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before mentioned, with utter negletZ 
of God , and of bis Sabbaths; there 
was mot a Viler and more Withed 
Wretch upon the Earth. He Liſten- 
ed Arttentively- to Counſel, and 
faid, he had to» long turried away 
his Ear from hearing inftruftion. He 
Enquired follicitouſly, how he 
might come to God : Said, that 
he was convinced it was his Duty 
to go ito God, but How. he 
ſhould go, and in what manner, 
he added, I could inſtru him 
better then he knew of himſelf. 
Now ( faid he) 1 am Reſolved to 
Prepare my ſelf for Dying, though at 
firſt, when I returned from the Place 
of Tryal , and Condemnation to Priſon, 
many Vain Projetls came into my 
Head of preventmg my Execution : 
And truly (aid he) all along 1 
have cheriſhed flattering, but falſe bope?of 

Eſcape , never once admitted a ſerious 
thought of Death; till I heard the 
Judge ſay, Mackerneſs, Por hall - 
Tie: And then thoſe Words ſtruck 
me to the Heart, yet for a time 1 
ftifled that Allarm till on a Sudden 


my 
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my Mind Labouring bard under ma- 
ny Temptations to the contrary, and 
overcoming . them, 1 was fully deter- 
mined to a Vigorous and Serious Ap- 
plication to the Things of another 
Life. 


Hereupon I Endeavoured to help 
him whac I could, in the Greac 
work he had ro do for his poor 
Soul ; Deſired, and Aﬀiſted him ro 
look into himſelf, that he might dif{- 
cover the Vileneſs, and Deformicy 
of his Depraved Nature, that Foun- 
tain of Corruption, from which all 
the Evil of his Life proceeded, ſpend- 
ing ſome time in {uch Diſcourſe as 
I thought moſt conducive, chroughly 
ro inform him of his Loſt, Undone 
Eſtate, not without ſome fruit; I ar 
laſt commended him co God by 
Prayer, 1o lefr him that Night, pro- 
miling to come again the next 
Night. 


Accordingly, I went, and found him 
at Prayer himſelf, and in much. the

theſe miſerable Souls, he cryed aloud, 
A Chziſl, and nothing but a Chtiſt, 
weeping 4s he ſpake; with much more 
to 
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to the like purpoſe, giving various 
expreffions of a Heart, in ſome good 
meaſure broken with a true ſenſe of 
fin and miſery rhereby, ſeeming de- 
firous to ſpexzk with me alone, bur- 
could not that Night, by reaſon of 
much company, and therefore de- 
ferred it till Morning. 


Cotning again the next Morning, 

did ingergouſly open to me the 
ſtare of his Soul, and acquainted me 
how Satan, that malicious and ſub- 
tile Adverſaty, did 'watch for Ad- 
vanrages againſt him, 'to obſtru& 
his Proceeding , in the great Buſt 
neſs 'of his Soul's Salvation z ma- 
nifeſted more Self-Deteftation , ac- 
companied with Pathetical and Ar- 
dent Longings afrer Chriſt. Now 
I obſerved in him fome kindly Be- 
ginnings of True Repentance 3 
which I laboured to Promote with 
uemoſt diligence. ' He ſhewed me

whoſe over-fight the Priſon is kept 
with great neatneſs, whereas other 
Priſons are ſo filthy, as renders it 
very prejudicial ito the Health of 
choſe that viſit them ; here it is not 
ſo, the Niceſt perſons neec not fear de- 
ing offended with ill ſcents.
